struct or prevent competitors or 
prospective competitors from en- 
gaging in the purchase of sugar 
beets and in the manufacture and 
sale of refined beet sugar.”

While certain classes of aliena, 
easily distinguishable, have been 
excluded from this country, for « 
considerable length ef time, a gen- 
eral policy of restricting Immigra- 
tion, broadly inclusive, has only 
recently been adopted. The new 
law admits approximately 250,000 
aliens or about one-third of the 
number coming lu annually under 
the old law before the war. 

On the ether hand, the number 
desiring to enter is now much 
larger and attempts to evade the 
law have greatly increased. It is 
estimated by the Department of 
Labor, that there is a seepage over 
the border and through ports, of 
about 100,000, which le a consid- 
erable menace to the success of our 
immigration policy. Such an influx 
of persona, entering the country in 
‘violation ef the law, cannot fall to 
attract the attention of local po- 
lice authorities along our borders 
end our seacoasts, who can be of 
very great assistance in notifying 
the local representatives of the 
Department of Justice or the De- 
partment of Labor, in order that 
such persons may be more readily 
excluded and deported. 


OPIUM TRAFFIC 

“another problem exists, which 
is world-wide in some of its 
aspects. It is considered of such 
importance to our own welfare 
that special representatives of 
this country attended when the 
League of Nations recently con- 
sidered the regulation of the opi- 
um treffic, where their efforts met 
with large success. The national 
laws and the laws of most of the 
States regulate the sale of nar- 
cotic drugs. Their use, except un- 
under the direction of compet- 
ent medical advice, is everywhere 
regarded as attended with grave 
danger, usually resulting in la- 
mentable disaster. 

The effective protection of the 
people from these results depends 


on our ability prevent the 
smuggling and unlawful sale of 
such narcotics. Their use is, in 


stamina, 
most whelly a result of violations 
of the law. If the law can be en- 
forced, science would very 
soon rid 


secretly and evasively. It can only 
be detected and eradicated through 
a system of local Inspectors and 
police. The national secret serv- 
ice and enforcement officers can 
cope with the emugglers and the 
wholesalers, but the peddlers and 
retailers cannot successfully be 
suppressed without the assistance 
of State and municipal police. 


LIQUOR QUESTION 

The other problem, which I 
wish to lay before you, is that of 
intoxicating liquors. The ein- 
teenth amendment was proposed 
by the Congress in 1917 and ite 
ratification proclaimed in Janu- 
ary, 1919. It prohibits the manu- 
facture, sale or transportation and 
‘the importation and exportation 
of intoxicating liquors for bever- 
age purposes and the Congress and 
the several States were given con- 
current power to enact enforce- 
ment legislation. 

This power was exercised by the 
Congress on the national prohi- 
bition act, which was “finally 

in October, 1919, two-thirds 
of the House of Representatives 
and Senate present having voted 
in the affirmative. Substantially 
all the States have likewise 
enforcement acts under the au- 
thority of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. In all of the States there 
had long been laws regulating the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, and 
in many of the States prohibition 
had already been adopted. 


UP TO STATES 


Neither the amendment nor the 
Prohibition Act undertakes to re- 
lieve the States of their respon- 
sibility relative to intoxicating 
liquors, but, on the other hand, the 
amendment confers jurisdiction up- 
on them, and the Prohibition Act 
authorizes State and local prose- 
cuting attorney to bring injunction 
proceedings, in an 
equity powers, in 
United States. 

The natio Prohibition Act 
places the d of its enforcement 
on the commissioner of internal 
revenue, his assistants and inspec- 
tors. In accordance therewith, 
there is an assistant commissioner 
in direct charge of prohibition en- 
forcement, and there are prohibi- 
tion agents and inspectors in each 
State. Correspondent provisions 
will be found in nearly all State 
laws. 

The Constitution, and the laws 
of the nation and of the several 
States are binding alike upon all 
the inhabitants It is the Consti- 
tution which we heve given our 
oaths to support—the Constitution 
which requires of the President 
that he shall take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed: and 
the State constitutions lay a Ami- 
lar obligation upon gov- 
ernors.

The Constitution and the laws 


are perfectly plain, and the direc- 
tions which they contain to the 
President and the governors, are 
D The country ought to 
know this. It ought to under- 
stand just what duties the laws 
have imposed.

coal The engineers look forward 
to a time when raw coal, taken 
from the mouth of the mine, will 
go through a process whereby its 
gas, tar, oll, ammonium sulphate 
and coke will be extracted, after 
which the remaining fuel will be 
used for power. Henry Ford is 
sald to be accomplishing great 
things in this direction. 

An attempt is to be made to 
devise a plan that will do for pow- 
er what the railroads have done 
for commodities of all kinda, that 
is, to make available at every 
man's door plenty of power at 
low prices. Electrification of the 
railroads and a direct connection 
between them and the power re- 
sources available will be consid- 
ered by the commission. It is the 
belief of the engineers that the 
general efficiency of the roads 
would be greatly increased by 
electrification. One-third of the 
present railway tonnage in Penn- 
svyivania is coal. It is cheap ton- 
nage. By eliminating much of this 
freight the railroads will have more 
facilities for other traffic. 


TO JUSTIFY LOSSES 


The losses of the railroads on 
the freight on coal would be large- 


ly offset by increased revenues from 


freight originating in the smaller 
cities and towns from the new in- 
dustries. It is also contended that 
employment will be stabilized by 
the development of giant power 
stations at the mines, and that a

As has been pointed out by Miss 
Ethel Smyth, England’s foremost 
woman composer, though the Brit- 
ish taxpayer has no objection to 
subsidizing the British Museum 
an income of $1,600,000 a 
year, no Minister has ever dared 
to ask permission to subsidize 
music in any form in this country. 
The same is true of the drama in 
England and America. 

The Once-a-Week Players owe 
Lena 
Ashwell and are a sequel to the 
famous “Concerts at the Front,” 
which Miss Ashwell arranged dur- 
ing the war. These players are 
not supported by wealthy patrons, 
nor do they frequent London's 
West End theaters.

LIGHT ON FOOD PRICES | 

In line with the value of real 
estate in 1878 it might be well to 
look into prices of food. A para- 
873, . to answer the ques- 
tion fully. It follows: 

“Bome of the most respectable 
business men and clerks in town 
go to the San Francisco restaurant, 
kept by Johnny Moore on Com- 
mercial street, to get their meals, 
because they can get just as good 
a meal there for two bits as they 
can elsewhere for half a dollar. 
Strangers will find good meals 
served there for two bits, and nice 
clean beds for only 25 cents a 
night.” 

The Weekly Mirror ually 
evolved into a news-dispensing 
agency for foreign as well as local 
events. For instance, in the iasue 
of April 19, 1873, it is announced 
that “the good news from Arizona 
is hailed with delight by every- 
body. Gen, Crook has earned the 
warm titude of the Pacific 
Coast rendering inhospitable 
Arizona inhabitable and safe for 
business. Reports assure us that 
the Indians are completely con- 
quered; those not killed coming in 
to the reservations to 
abide.” 


EDITOR TEMPERANCE MAN 

Jesse Yarnell, one of the pro- 
prietors of the Mirror, was known 
to everyone as a temperance advo- 
cate. In fact, it is said, he was re- 
gard by many as a “crank on 
the subject.” His reply to this ac- 
cusation was that “it takes cranks 
to make the world go round” and 
a thundering editorial. The same 
follows: 

“Four drinks per day the 
cost of food for a 
working man, or half the rent of 
a first-class cottage house in this 
city, or would purchase in a year 
twelve sacks of flour, twelve pairs 
of shoes, 200 pounds of Sugar, fifty 
pounds of butter, 300 pounds of 
beef, ten pounds of ten, fifty 
pounds of coffee, 600 pounds of po- 
tatoes and leave a surplus for sun- 
Artes.“ He does not state the cost 
of a drink. 


MENTIONS ONE THEATER 

And now as to the amusements 
a half-century past.

Thus a cross-section of the life 
and habits of Los Angeles fifty 
years ago is portrayed in this little 
newspaper. The tewn was small, 
but throughout the issues there 
runs the vein of optimism and 
boosting which later came to be 
known a6 the Los Angeles spirit. 
None living here then dreamed 
their little city was to become the 
great metropolitan centef it is to- 
day, but all had faith in their 
town. 


HISTORY OF THE MIRROR 

It is interesting to know what 
became of this little weekly pub- 
lication and there follows a brief 
history of its existence: 

The paper as stated before was 
founded by Jesse Yarnell and T. 
J. Caystile. By the time the sec- 
ond issue was published William; 
E. Brown had become identified 
with Yarnell and Caystile, and the 
firm thus continued for several 
years. On 
Nathan Coles, Jr., 
Gardiner made arrangements with 
the Mirror Company to set up 4 
print a new paper to be known as 
The Los Angeles Times. This was 
a daily publication and when only 
a month old financial difficulties 
forced the founders to turn over 
their interests to the Mirror Com- 
pany for settlement of debts. 8. J. 
Mathies had meantime become a 
member of the Mirror Company, 
and it was at his insistence that 
The Times was published after it 
had been turned over to the firm 
of printers. 

In July, 1882, the then Col. Har- 
rison Gray Otis, who was at that 
time conducting a newspaper a 
Santa’ Barbara, came to Los An- 
geles looking for an opening in 
the newspaper field here. A con- 
ference was held with the pub- 
lishers of The Times and on Au- 
gust 1, 1882, Col. Otis became edi- 
tor and man of The Times and 
a member of the firm, Yarnell, 
Caystile, Mathes & Otis. 

The Mirror then became the 
weekly publication of The Times, 
and until October, 1883, Col. Otis 
acted as managing editor of The 
Times. At that time Col. H. H. 
Boyce, recently arrived from the 
East, together with Col. Otis 
bought out the Yarnell and Mathies 
holdings and shortly afterward the 
Times-Mirror Company was incor- 
porated. Later Col. Otls became | 
sole owner of the Times-Mirror

HAT PHILAPPINE NEAR-CRISIS 

Neutral eyes are proverbially the clear- 

est-visioned; for t seems impossible to sep- 
arate interest from prejudice. Those imme- 
diately concerned are wont to hold that to 
be true which they would like to be true, 
almost invariably tonfusiag things as they 
are with things as they think they ought 
to be. 
For this reason it is sometimes instruc-, 
tive to read the comments in the foreign 
press concerning the things that are taking 
place at home. Contradictory dispatches 
are continually appearing in American pub- 
lications concerniag conditions in the Phil- 
ippines. When one reads them all he 
reaches the conclusion that things are nei- 
ther as bad nor as good in the Philippines 
as interested, and therefore prejudiced, cor- 
respondents represent them to be. 

Public Minton in this country can be 
classified fg a general way in three groups. 
There is one group that holds our policy of 
Federal supervision and control to be all 
wrong; that would have the islands abso- 
lutely self-governing. They are for Philip- 
pine independence; assuming that a State 
or a Federal district which is a part of the 
United States is not independent. In this 
group are united the abstract theorisis and 
the agitators who are seeking to make trou- 
ble for the government. 

Then there is a group which holds that 
the Filipinos are underdeveloped, that they 
are absolutely incapable of even the rudi- 
mentary forms of self-government; that it 
is the duty of the American people at any 
cost to protect the Filipinos against them- 
selves. This group would make the veto 
power vested in the Governor-General more 
stringent. 

A third group would hold to the “just 
millieu;” they would lessen the stringency 
of Federal control progressively as the is- 
landers become more profivient in self-cov- 
This group regards the Philip- 
pine Islands as part and parcel of the Unit- 
ed States, as much as Alaska and the Ha- 
wailan Islands. They would no more turn 
them loose than they would permit one of the 
sovereign States to withdraw. They are 
bent upon Americanizing the Filipinos; 
holding the islands to be an outpost that 
must be preserved for the security of the 
west coast of the United States. 

Those who report on conditions in the 
islands fall into one of these three groups. 
They are looking for facts to confirm their 
theories. They are sincere, but not with- 
out prejudice; for sincerity and prejudice 
often go hand in hand. Least sincere are 
the agitators, who are not concerned about 
the welfare of the islanders, but seek by 
every means to weaken the authority of the 
United States. 

Philippine politics is separated into simt- 
lar groups; and each is ip itself a minority. 
When the separatist party became unusual 
ly active a few weeks ago and attempted to 
lead a secessionist movement in the Philip 
pine Legislature the Moros served notice

Within the last few days the secessionist 
party in the Philippine Legisiature has dis- 
tinctly modified its tone. Two weeks ago 
Manuel Quezon, the leader of the secession- 
ists, announced that: 

The Legislature, or at least the coal- 
ition majority, will disregard entirely 
all recommendations Gov. Gen Wood 
may make in his message to that body. 
We will not pass auy measure he rec- 
ommends, because he has disregarded 
the Council of State and has not asked 
the advice of the Department Secretary 
in preparing his message. 

He said a separatist resolution would be 
passed by that Legislature. And he pro 
ceeded to quote Patrick Henry by saying, 
“If that be treason, let the Amerivan gev- 
ernment make the most of it.” 

Rumors were placed in circulation that 
he was secretly supported in this move- 
ment by the Japanese government; but they 
brought a prompt and indignant denial from 
Tokio. 

When the Legisiature met, however, Gov.- 
Get. Wood ealled the coalition leaders to 


Secretary of War Weeks which stated plain- 
ly that the Governor-General possessed ab- 
solute veto power over all legislation, wheth- 
er internal or otherwise; that officials of all 
departments were responsible to Gen. Wood, 
and attempis of the Legislature to violate 
the Jones Act would be unfavorably regard- 
ed in Washington. | 

On the receipt of this information the 
coalition leaders modified their tone. It 
Was apparent that the promises made by 
the agitators were proved to be without 
substance. Quezon has since announced 
that his party desires to co-operate in a 
friendly manner with the Governor-General. 
It is now apparent to them that their prop- 
eganda for the removal of the Governor 
General has not been favorably received in 
Washington. What appeared to some Amer- 
ican editors to be a Philippine crisis has 
apparently passed. The Philippine Islands 
are, and for the present at least will con- 
tinue to be, an integral part of the United 
States. 

Considering the present unsettled condi- 
tion of world affairs, it is not likely that 
there will be any departure from this pol- 
icy. If the Philippines were turned adrift 
it is very probable that they would prompt- 
ly involve at least some of the great powers 
im a wer in the Far East. They have yet 
to show that unity in internal affairs which 
would be essential to s¢lf-government: and 
there appears to be no more reason for dis- 
annexing them than disannexing Alaska or, 
jadeed, one of the sovereign States. That 
question was settled fifty years ago.

These four men were indicted, ar 


raigned, their pleas taken and sentenced 


to the penitentiary within eight days. 


A recent survey of court conditions in 


Los Angeles by the. Crime “ Commission 
shows that the average criminal case hes 
a life of 160 days. 

The speedy punishment of these men dem- 
onstrates in a remarkable degree the sound. 
ness of the theory repeatedly enunciated 
by the Crime Commission that if hardened 
criminals are brought to trial immediately 
the chances of conviction are greatly en 
hanced. 

There is no question that these men plead- 
ed guilty because they realized that, with 
public opinion aroused through publication 
of the facts through newspapers, with all 
the witnesses available and with the events 
of the crimes fresh In the witnesses’ minds, 
they would have no chance to escape. 

All of the defendants except one pleaded 
guilty to first-degree robbery and received 
punishment of not less than five years, 
which demonstrates the value of the Crime 
Commission's legislative program, as the 
result of which the minimum sentence for 
first-degree robbery was increased from one 
to five years. 

In these cases testimony adduced showed 
that all of the defendants were armed and 
they were thus automatically gulity of rob- 
bery of the first-degree and also were made 
ineligible for probation. 


AT FOUR-HOUR DAY 

Will the time ever arrive when a four- 
hour working day will be long enough to 
run efficiently the industries of the worid? 
Charles Steinmetz and Thomas Edison be- 
lieve that the extension of hydroelectric en- 


ergy as a substitute for man power and fu-) fled 


ture strides in the application of mechan- 
ical devices will some time or er reduce 
mans work day to the four-hour limit. 


With the extraordinary advances being 
made in the fields of science, engineering, 
chemistry and especially electrical trans- 
mission that time, indeed, may be nearer 
than at present seems likely. The four-hour 
working day to provide the essentials of 
civilized life may come upon a surprised 
world as suddenly as did the airplane and 
the radio. At any rate, it is a probability 
to be faced, for which economically and so- 
clally some preparation should be made. 


For beyond a doubt the discovery that 
four hours’ work a day is sufficient to pro- 
vide all the sinews of civilization would 
bring about a revolution in the thoughts 
and habits and pursuits of men and women 
that eventually will either make or mar the 
whole race. Everything for good or ill de- 
pends on how the large majority employs 
this enormous quantity of superimposed lei- 
sure. 

Under present conditions one can only re- 
gard a universal four-hour day as dangerous 
to the general morale. For the middle-aged 
and the old—those who have been in the 
harness thirty or forty years—it would af- 
ford a needed respite. But for the young 
and active this temptation to relax prema- 
turely might have disastrous consequences. 

Hazy idealists, dreamy optimists, rainbow- 
hued reformers, short-sighted visionaries be- 
hold a bright Utopia of men and women 
working, not because they must, but be 
cause they love to; employing every added 
leisure hour for the improvement of their 
bodies, minds and souls, when the magician 
Electricity performs all the drudgery and 
bare armed toil that now fills the earth with 
bruised bodies and broken hearts. In short, 


‘ficially an era of compulsory leisure. 
art was lost with the passing of Adam and 
Eve. 

But if scientifie and mechanical develop-

ments and inventions should some day com- 
pel this scaling down of the accepted work- 
ing schedule there is no power on earth 
to compel the reasoning animal to carry 
unnecessary burdens. Educators, preachers, 
economist4 and statesmen will have to work 
overtime to save civilised man from slump- 
ing in value like the German mark. 

So theoretically, at least, our best think- 
ers could do worse than fix a schedule be- 
forehand to prevent the coming accumula- 
tion of leisure hours from completely de- 
moralizing the many who won't know what 
to do with them, This leisure could be 
turned into an ennobling influence for all 
mankind. But it will take a higher power 
than a dynamo, a waterfall and «a million- 
watt transformer to bring it about. 

Science can make new conditions for u- 
man nature—unfortunately it can't make hu- 
man nature for the new conditions.

In the in- 
dustries where the price levels still 
remain high, the absence of buyi 
orders has caused curtallmeat o 
output, especially in cotton and 
woo! mills. 


In the building industry, the ag- 
Sregate of individual acts unmis- 
takably indicates disapproval of 
the existing prices, even though 
substantial concessions have been 
made. Forward orders of the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation have 
decreased regularly each month 
since early summer, the Beptember 
report showing a loss of 378,918

When will the dollar be worth | 
a dollar again?

Mr. Roberts is a comfortable sort 
of person to interview. He |

with painstaking care avoids tech- 
nicalities. His many honors and 
distinctions rest lightly on him 
and the reason for that can be 
found in the humorous twinkle that 
is always hirking in his eyes. Mr. 
Roberis is a very human kind of 
economist. 


FLIGHT OF DOLLAR 

I put my question to him in this 
fashion: “According to the finan- 
cial authorities the dollar is now 
about sixty points above pre-war. 
par or, in other words, it takes 
$1.60 today to buy what you could 
buy for $1 in 1914. When ie a 
dollar going to be worth a dollar 
again?” 

“When we produce enough goods 
to restore the balance, replied Mr. 
Roberts promptly. “Money is sim- 
ply a measure of production and 
the answer to high prices is im- 
ply—produce more goods 

“Is there not a limit?” I« there 
not a point at which we reach over- 
production?” 1 queried. 

“There is no such: thing as over- 
production. It is an impossibility.” 

There was @ finality about the 
tones of that answer which did not 
encourage argument but if you 
want information you cannot afford 
to be discournged. 


LOOSE TALK 

“Tt is something that is talked 
about a great deal ai least, 1 sug- 
gested. 

“That is unfortunately true and 
is due to the fact that people use 
words loosely and do not do much 
thinking about economic subjects. 
A very little reflection will show 
how absurd it is to talk about over- 
production.

Harold Lloyd Has Vision 
of Stereoscopic Film as 
Coming improvement 


Harold Lloyd is a keen student 
of motion pictures. Without 4 
marked ability to grasp every new 
situation, every new development 


of the cinema, he never could have 
as he has in the last 
three 


years. 

The other day, during a lull in 
the filming of “The Girl Expert.” 
his first independent production, 
being made at the Hollywood 
studios, Lloyd was led into a dis- 
cussion as to what will be the next 
great development in the screen 
a 


rt. 
the mechanics of the 


“Will 
screen have to be improved before 
pictures progress beyond their 
present stage?” Lioyd was asked. 
“If by mechanics you mean 
camera work, settings, lightings, 
Ste., I would say not. Of course, 
there is plenty of room for im- 
provement in 
acting. But I think the screen's 
greatest forward step will come 
through the stereopticon picture. 
“I do not believe that the n- 
chronizing of voice and picture, on 
which a number of scientists are 
now working, will help the motion- 
picture at all. In fact, I think it 
will make an entirely new art out 
of motion pictures. The cinema 
never can replace the stage. The 
legitimate drama always ‘will have 
its appeal. Pictures and the stage 
always should remain distinctive 
And they probably will. * 
“To begin with, I think the 
handicaps that have to be over- 
come before the voice is perfectly 
synchronized with the projection 
of a motion-picture are so great 
that no one in this generation will 
ever entirely conquer them. 
“Taking pictures in which a man 
is shown making a speech, with the 
speech reproduced in co-ordination 
with his appearance on the screen 
has now been accomplished. But 
how can what we term a running 
inset be filmed in “a talking pic- 
ture? Just now it seems utterly im- 
possible. It is one of the stum- 
bling blocks of this invention. 
“But because talking pictures 
will make of the motion-picture a 
separate art that will have to com- 
plete with the spoken drama, when 
it comes to voice reproduction, I 
do not think they will mark any 
great cinema improvement. 
“Yet I do believe that the man 
who invents a means of producing 
a perfect stereopticon motion-pic- 
ture will have accomplished the 
greatest achievement since the first 
of the motlon- picture, Ever since 
I was a youngster I have been in- 
terested in stereopticon pictures. 
There ie something fascinating 
about taking a stérescope and mal, 
ing the characters in your pictures 
stand out just as though they were 
J.

It the characters could only be 
made to stand out as they do in 
stereopticon pictures, and still re- 
tain the action of motion pictures 
of today, I think the ultimate would 
be reached by the cinema. Color 
photography would be a valuable 
ust, of course, but get the stere- 
opticon motion-picture—the rest 
will follows.”

ans who have not seen Charlie 
Chaplin in his slapstick comedies, 
very few persons know the real 
Chaplin. For the first time the 


king of comedians has given an 
inkling of his broad, analytical 
mind in his first dramatic screen 
offering, “A Woman of Paria,” now 
In its fourth week at the Criterion 
Theater. In this picture Chaplin 
shows that he i not a clown, but 
an artist with an exceptional per- 
ception of dramatica.

HENRI DE KRUIF AT 
THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Henri De Kruif's pronounce- 
ment, in which he makes the aa- 
sertion that he paints his very 
colorful aquarelies from inepira- 
tion received through the sub- 
conscious mind—his own subcon- 
scious mind, to be specific-—does 
not mean nearly so much that is 
occult and esoteric a» it sounds. In 
sober truth, it means nothing 
more nor less than that he paints 
his pictures exactly as other palnt- 
ers paint theirs. 

It is a dangerous and fascinating 
pastime to play with words, but 
even the most fantastic phrases 
can be reduced to simple formulas 
when the pretty game is over. 
Therefore it is that I shall calmly 
state that Henri De Kruif, having 
conceived a te attach- 
ment for pure and lovely color, 
and being of the present age of 
untrammeled self-expression where 
his feelings and enthusiesms are 
concerned, has “let himself go” in 
paint to the very top of his bent, 
and that the result is truly de- 
lightful. 

A few years ago, De Kruif had 
many of the old puritanic inhibi- 
tions and repressions in his work’ 
as a water-color painter. This 
does not mean that he was a dull 
colorist.

SCHOOL CENTER 
National Capital Takes Lead 
in Learning 
Records Contain Wealth of 
Data for Students 


— — 

Dream of Countrys Father 
is Realized 
(EXCLUSIVES 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 20—Wash- 
ington, the National Capital, may 
become the great Seat of learning 
of the American people. As things 
now stand it is difficult to point to 
any one center as England can 
point to Oxford, as Germany to 
Heidelberg, as France to the Sor- 

bonne and as Italy to Rome. 

The institutions of learning of 
the United States are scattered over 
the country. Harvard and Tale 
occupy a commanding position yet 
they are by no means unique. 


Competing with them for age 
and dignity are such old estab- 


and for proficiency in science and 
higher education, such colleges as 
the University of the 
University of Wisconsin and Leland 
Stanford. 

Religious denominations have 
done much for education in the 
United States. Out through the 
Middle West one scarcely can find 
a town which does not boast a 
college. It may have less than 100 
students, but nevertheless it calls 
itself a college and within its walls 
one may fiind earnest professors, 
imparting knowledge to young men 
and women. The fact that so many 
American colleges have been 
founded under auspices of churches 
has done much to insure thelr 
permanency. 

WASHINGTON’S PLAN 

Washington is the focal point of 
American institutions and more and 
more it appears that it may become 
the center of American learning. 
It is interesting to reflect that 
George Washington planned and 
hoped that the great 
university would be located in the 
National Capital. He founded a 
school which he expected would 
become the central seat of learn- 
ing for the American people. It 
still is in existence and flourishes 
at Washington. President Wash- 
ington named it Columbia Uni- 
versity, believing that such a name 
would make it a national institu- 
tion, Subsequently, this name was 
changed and the school now is 
known as the George Washington 
University. 

But George Washington did not 
seek to found a college in the city 
named for him for his own glori- 
fication. Washington was a village 
in his day, but he hoped that it 
would grow to the proportions 
that it now assumes and be the 
location of institutions which it 
now em . 

It is doubtful whether any other 
city in the Nation has so many 
advantages to offer to the student 


The government institutions them- 


seat of government constitute the 
chief attractions to the student. 

The Library of Congress con- 
tains the third greatest collection 
of books in the world. Washing- 
ton offers Mbrary facilities second 
only to the ancients seats of Paris 
and London. Indeed, it is more 
than likely that a craeful survey. 
would show that, while possibly 
shore of the total number of vol- 
umes those European capitals pos- 
sess, the Library of Con is 
the repository of equally, not 
more, valuable lore. 


MATERIAL FOR ALL 


history, of philosophy, will find 
everything from ancient man- 
scripts to the most modern works 
in this library.

Nor ate the fine arts forgotten. 
Washington has art galleries 
which compare favorably in se- 
lection, if not in quantity of ex- 
hibita, with those of foreign capi- 
tals. It hag arts schools. These 
are not of such importance as the 
presence here of the great build- 
ings which the government 
erected, together with its endur- 
ing monuments. 

Probably nowhere in the world 
can students find so great a uni- 


versity of science as the United 
States Government offers at 
Washington. The Bureau of 


Standards is the absolute authority 
on all mechanical sciences. Its 
experimentation in the fields of 
physics, chemistry and electricity 
probably is surpassed nowhere in 
the world. The laboratories of 
the Department of Agriculture go 
into every phase of botany. and 
ogy with many allied sciences. 
The Naval Observatory scans the 
heavens, competing, in a senso, 
with the Carnegie Institution, 
which has headquarters here. The 
Smithsonian Institution investi- 
gates such obscure sciences as an- 
thropology while there are a score 
of other bureaus which constant- 
ly are bringing to light new ideas 
and truths. 

Every government department 
constantly is issuing reports of a 
acientific nature concerning dis- 
coveries which have been made 
in the course of official investi- 
gations. The Government Print- 
ing Office presses igcessantly are 
putting forth document after doc- 
ument of the utmost importance 
to students. These are available 
to citizens in every state but are 
first available to those who are 
at Washington. 


PLATO OPPOSED WRITING

Engineer Mulholland Looks 
Aftead; Makes Survey of 
Colorado River 


Pipeline Would Meet Needs 
of City Twice as Large 
as Los Angeles 


BY C. F. HAYDEN 

Chief Engineer Mulholland re- 
turned yesterday morning from an 
automobile trip to Boulder Canyon 
and a reconnaissance of conditions 
with reference to the possibility of 
bringing water from the Colorado 
River to Southern California. 

Just as a quarter of a century 
ago, Mr. Mulholland looked ahead 


to the city’s water needs by inves- 
the feasibility of bringing 
Owens River watef by means of an 
aqueduct, he has for tke last few 
months quietly been dooking over 
the matter of a future greater wa- 
ter supply from the nearest avail- 
able source—the Colorado River. 


PLAN IS FEASIBLE 


The idea of bringing water 300 
miles or more from the big west- 
ern river has not been broached 
by Mr. Mulhollan@ as a definite 
project, nor is ther any immediate 
need of more water. Engineering 
surveys in detail may be made later 
but thus far the investigations have 
been made personally by Mr. Mul- 
holland. With his intimate know!l- 
edge of the region involved and 
the special studies He has made 
he is able to say (and he did say 
yesterday) that the plan to bring 
water here from the river is feas- 
ible and within practical limits. 

Concerning the wisdom of con- 
sidering such a big project at this 
time, Mr. Mulholland called at- 
tention to the fact that when the 
Los Angeles Aqueduct was under- 
taken the people were told that it 
would bring water to supply a pop- 
ulation five times as great as the 
city then had. The population has 
now increased five times and Mr. 


now have not only enough water 
for our present needs but for twice 
as many people as now reside here.

grandson of King Louls Philippe 
and uncle of King Alfonso XIII. 

Far away from the formalities 
and rigid etiquette of the Bourbor 
court of Madrid this noble, in 
whose veins flows the proudest 
blood of Europe, makes his home 
in a tiny little villa whose red tiled 
roof rises no higher than any of 
its neighbors, over the humble 
heads of the 2000 other inhabi- 
tants of a pretty little village be- 
tween Beauce and Gatinais, 

A veritable doll’s house is this 
abode of royalty. True it boasts 


a living room and a kitchen. But 
each room is so small that one 
must be careful in walking around 
not to knock over any furniture. 


SLEEPS AT VILLAGE INN 

In thie dwelling the Duke takes 
his meals. But he does not sleep 
there. There was not room 
enough for his servants and him- 
elf. So he signed over his bed 
to his two maids and his man-of- 
all-work and rented a room for 
himself in the village inn. 
' Each evening at 10 o'clock the 
Hotel de a Poste is entered by its 
royal guest.

The great engineer has the same 
faith in the future growth and 
development of Southern Califor- 
nia that he had when the aque- 
duct project was launched.

Without it Los Angeles 
could not have grown as it has. 
Now Mr. Mulholland says that the 
next generation will need even 
more water than our own water- 
sheds can supply and that it is the 

of wisdom to consider the mat- 
ter of bringing a greater supply 
from the nearest available river. 

Mr. Mutholland considers the 
position ‘of Southern California in 
seeking water from the Colorado 
as impregnable, unassailable. 
There will be millions of people 
in Southern California who need 
the water. This need will be 

ter than any other and the 
1000 second feet of water which he 
proposes to bring would be only 
ene-sixteenth of the availabie 
supply when the river is controlled. 

While the project may seem 
absurd in a superficial way and 
without analyzing the situation, 
Mr. Mulholland says there is no 
re n why it cannot be fairly 

dered and accepted as feasible. 
There are no engineering obstacles; 
the supply is ample; the quality 
is excellent, better in some respects 
than the present supply; the cost 
would be less per capita than was 
the aqueduct and less than the 
Catskill supply in New York. 


DAM NECESSARY — 
Until the idea has assumed more 
definite form and surveying parties 
have done their work, Mr. Mul- 
holland is ‘not ready to go into 
full detaile but he says the water 
can be brought at a reasonable 
cost. It may have to be pumped 
over some high levels but the 
power to do this will be svailabie 
from the Colorado River itself and 
will be a corollary of the enter- 
prise. Conditions are such that 
the water can be made to lift itself 
over these high levels, the power 
being generated at the river. The 
project necessarily requires the 
construction of a dam and the 
prospects of a dam at Boulder 
Canyon built by the government 
or under control of the govern- 
ment therefore enter into any 
consideration of the idea of bring- 
ing water to Southern California. 

If undertaken the project will 
be an extensive one and will be 
for the Southern California of the 
future. Los Angeles now 
water enough for twice its present 
population but other communities 
in Southern California are less for- 
tunate. Continued rapid growth 
is inevitable, so Mr. Mulholland 
is looking ahead to prevent water 
shortage. It is necessary to look 
ahead in a case of this kind, he 
points out, because it will take 
ten to twelve years to build an 
aqueduct from the river and per- 
haps additional time in paving the 
way for it.

Under the name of the First Na- 
tional Bank the institution does 
business today in the same loca- 
tion, but under more modern con- 
ditions and in de luxe quarters. 

In the year 1905 came the sec- 
ond bank, then known as the Hel- 
lywood National, wih G. G. Greer- 
wood the organizer. Dr. E. 0. 
Palmer was the first president. 
This bank was started in a room 
at the southeast corner of Holly- 
wood Boulevard and Cahuenga 
avenue, now occupied by the Sun 
Drug Company. There the bank 
transacted business for five years, 
when, business increasing, it was 
forced into larger quarters at the 
southwest corner of the same in- 
tersection. For ten years the bank 
did business in the new location 
before it was bought out by the 
Security Trust and Savings Bank. 
Today the Security Bank is doing 
business in its own seven-story 
building, located at the northeast

Gain in Price Level 


Greatest Increase Registered 
Three Years Ago 
Upward Trend Follows Drop 
in 1921 


A review of construction costs 
throughout the United States be- 
tween the years 1914 and 1923, 
undertaken by the Southern Cali- 
fornia Chapter, Associated Oen- 
eral Contractors of America, dis- 


closed the fact that the costs of 
Dai today are 98 per cent 


ago. 

The method of determining con- 
struction costs used by the chap- 
ter was based upon the expense 
of materials and labor entering into 
the work. ‘The prices of the prin- 
cipal materiale and the wages of 
buliding artieans, properly weighted 
were gathered from a number of 
representative cities throughout 
the country and the cost of con- 
struction in 1914 used as the base 
of 100 per cent. 

In 1914, then, the cost of build- 
ing stood, ‘according to the chap- 
per cent, or 
normal, as compared with the gen- 


of construction over a 
long period of years. By the close 
of the year 1916 the increase in 
building costs had been 14 per | 
cent. By the end of 1917. construc- 
tion costs had leaped to approxi- 
mately 138 per cent, or 38 per 
cent higher than they were in 1914. 
The increase between 1917 and 
1918 “was not so great, as the 
chapter's survey indicates that 
Costs then stood at 152 per cent. 


BIGGEST GAIN MADE 


The two greatest leaps taken in 
construction costs, however, oc-

of these two years the 
was 28 per cent and during the 
second of the two years the in- 
crease was 66 per cent.

REMAIN STABLE

. ST LOUIS (Mo.) Oct. 20.—In 
its weekly review of the lumber 
market, Lumber, recognized mar- 
ket authority in the industry 
states: 

Some recession in the volume of 
buying of softwoods, but with suf- 
ficient activity retained to hold 
prices at stable levels, is the situa- 
tion in the market this week. Re- 
ports are varying, increased ac- 
tivity being noted in some easterr 
cities with slight increases in prices 
of the active items in yellow pine. 
Generally, conservatism is goverr- 
ing commitments of the retail 
trade, both in the cities and small- 
er towns, and save in exceptional 
instances their buying is limited 
to current needs. Continuance of 
building activity on a consider- 
able scale has sustained the buy- 
ing needs at a fairly high level. 
More favorable continuance from 
the farming sections in which corn 
is the chief crop: building activ- 
ity in the South continues a strorg 
factor in support of yellow pine.

SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 20.—Possessed of a mania for writing 
checks, Don 8. Brown, under arrest for the sixth time in two years 
on a forgery charge, has been transferred from the County Jail to the 
pyschopathic ward at the General Hospital, where he may undergo an 


operation on his brain. 

Brown's wife, loyal to her mate 
despite his repeated crimes, told 
prosecuting attorneys that she be- 
lieved Brown is mentally deranged 
because of a pressure on his brain 
and asked that he be placed under 
observation for his sanity. Mrs. 
Brown believes, she said, that an 
operation to relieve the brain pres- 
sure will cure his mania for writ- 
ing checks. 

Brown, according to physicians, 
is willing to undergo the delicate 
operation. Whether surgeons will 
operate, however, depends on an 
examination now being conducted 
by Dr. E. L. Tysinger, superintend- 
ent of the hospital. Brown has 
twice been committed to a sana- 
torlum, but was as 
cured. 

Brown, in a statement to physi- 
cians, said he could not resist writ- 
ing checks, declaring he was guid- 
ed by an insatiable craving to forge 
names of prominent San Bernar- 
dino and Rialto citizens to checks. 
which he cashed in various banka.

The industry is one 
hich, though not often given proper rat- 
iz in the agricultural industry of the 
ountry as a whole, is nevertheless a stable 
nd respectable one.

MANY breeders of live stock and 
poultry hold to the idea that type and 
production do not go hand in hand. 

While this is true in a large number of 
cases, it is far from being a fixed rule that 
high production is antagonistic to standard 
type, and in cases where it appears to be 
out of harmony with the type sought for ex 
hibition purposes, it is generally either the 
fault of the breeder, who fails to co-ordinate 
the practical with the ideal, or else of those 
who have been instrumental in setting the 
standard type. 

The proper type for exhibition purposes 
is supposed to be the culmination of the 
ideas of thoughtful breeders who have defi- 
nitely established the fact that a certain 
breed type must incorporate distinctly use- 
ful and practical qualities, as well as sym- 
metry and beauty. -While it might be said 


that coarseness, off-color, irregularities of 


minor import and the like do not detract 
from an animal's or fowl’s usefulness, it 


fects do not add one whit to its usefulness. 
Consequently, it is but natural and just to 
give preference to the individual that at- 
tains more nearly to the ideal type. 

It is a foregone conclusion that without 
these ideals for which the conscientious 
and constructive breeder is striving, the 
rank and file of the animal and poultry 
world would indeed be a little sorry and 
nondescript lot of scrubby stuff, with no 
uniformity and with very little practical or 
utility value. The breeder of the so-called 
“Just-as-cood kind” that is lacking in es 
hibition qualities, even though it does per- 
form well, loses sight of the fact that he 
Wes all of this good performance to i 
herited qualities of standard bred stock 
somewher6 in the line of ancestry.

That these two qualities do work out in 
actual practice not only with poultry, but 
with all classes of stock, was shown in the 
case of the Holstein Friesian breed of cat- 
tle at the California State Fair in 1922, 
when the grand champion bull was the 
highest yearly record bull for his seven 
nearest dams in butter fat production, 
while the grand champlon cow had a record 
of over 1100 pounds of butter to her credit 
in a year. While this may be.cited as an 
exceptional case, it goes to prove that 
breeders are striving to better existing con- 
ditions by bringing type and performance, 
or production, together. Because it re- 
quires a little more effort to combine the 
two qualities is no reason for knocking 
show stock. Ideals are not easily realized, 
else the show room would be overcrowded. 
Better be a beoster than a knocker; then 
results will come more quickly. Co-operate 
with those who are striving to proguee be- 
ter stock along the limes of superior type 
with production, and be one of the rank and 
file of optimistic breeders

‘score of 287 points. The winner of the con- 
test was presented with a solid silver, hand- 
hammered pitcher donated by the Farmers’ 
and Merchants’ Bank of Santa Paula, while 
the Calf Cheb treasury was enriched by 
$150 in prize money, on the strength of 
the club members’ showing at the fair. In 
the Ventura county barrow-fattening con- 
test, with eight members enrolled over a 
92-day feeding period, Lawrence Outland 
took first place with bis 200.5 pound pork- 
er, Lorin Ayers taking second with his 181- 
pound entry, and Keith Walden third with 
a 143-pound animal. The winner was 
awarded $25, the second point winner tak 
ing $15 and $10 going to the third prize 
winner.

that their troubles were only beginning. 
The well furnished ample water, but labor 
was scarce, and the water didn't always 
Jet to the young trees at the right time. 
Rains fell, weeds sprang up. and no one 
could be found to plow and cultivate until 
the ground was as hard as a brick again. 
The trees were not pruned correctly, and 
im 1919 had to be cut back to where they 
had been in the beginning. That meant two 
years’ time and expense practically lost. 
Two more years of similar troubles made 
the girle decide to stop trying to farm by 
long distance, and to run that ranch by 
themselves. They had a house started, and, 
in February, 1921, moved in and went to 
work. With the carpenter's help they fin- 
ished their house and, without his help, built 
a chicken house and installed chickens lu 
it. Miss Elizabeth took over the care of 


‘| the grove. She hired the plowing done, but 


weeds sprang up afterward, so she pro- 
ceeded to hoe them off the whole ten acres. 
Ten acres is a lot of land for anyone, let 
none a slight girl, to go over with a hoe. 
She attended pruning demonstrations given 
by the Farm Bureau, then went home and 
pruned her own trees, She used chicken 
droppings for feftilizer. 

The water is piped from the well across 
one side of the grove, with a standard at 
She dug a basin around each 
tree, filled the basing with straw, and, with 
the ald of a long hose, thoroughly irrigated 
every tree once a month between the rainy 
seasons. Both the girls learned to start 
and care for the gasoline engine that pumps 
the water from their well. 

The grove soon began to flourish under 
this steady care, and is now furnishing a 
small income which will increase stea@ily 
as the trees grow older. The owners mar- 
ket their fruit through the Fallbrook branch 
of the California Citrus Association, of 
which they are members. 

Besides their lemons, the girls Wave a 
smali family orchard which includes peach 
en. pears, prunes, apples, apricots, figs and 
quinces, as well as grapes, all kinds of ber- 
ries and vegetables. They belong to the 
poultry association and the farm bureau, 
and overlook nothing that is for the good 
of their ranch. Their White Leghorn chick- 
ens are from Hoganized stock and have 
been culled over unti] the sixty-seven ieft 
are as fine young laying hens as anyone 
would wish to own. 


This sounds like a pretty big order for 


hard, manual labor, backed by the will to 
do. There have been many pleasant hours 
also. They have seciable neighbors within 
a quarter of a mile, and it does not seem 
that far, for the houses are in plafh sight. 
In a few minutes their automobile takes 
them into Fallbrook where there are stores, 
churches, a woman's club, radio and movies. 

They have had some funny experiences— 
one of them on their first night on the ranch. 
The house was still minus doors, windows 
and floors, but they put up their bed in the 
middie of what was to be the living-room, 
and were almost sleep when a skunk called. 
He stayed an hour, but there was nothing 
to do but lie quietly and hope for the best. 
Anether time Miss Louise opened the door 
of the tank house to get something stored 
there and found the tall of a big, fat rattle 
snake sticking out from under the very box 
she wanted to open. He stayed there in 
indisputed possession until a neighbor came 
and put an end to him. Very recently, a 
coyote, in broad daylight, walked boldly up 
to the hen house in quest of breakfast. but 
this time his hostesses did not wait for him 
to depart of his own free will or for help 
from a neighbor, but sped him rapidly on 
his way, with the aid of their half-grown 
puppy and well-directed stones.

For three years 
she has stood by the guns, end, by close at- 
tention to business, and a love for the feath- 
ered creatures, together with a good bus 
ness head, she has really built up the cot 
ple’s payi poultry business, while her 
husband looks after the local interests of 4 
bie eastern manufacturing company in Los 
Angeles. 4 

Mre. Climie tells the story of their strug- 
gies and successes as follows: 

“On September 1, 1920, we purchased the 
cobblestone house in which we live, a ga- 
rage and a 16x30-foot hen house, with a lit- 
tle over two acres of land on San Fernando 
Boulevard at Roscoe, with the intention of 
going into the chicken business. My hus 
band had raised a few chickens on a city lot 
in the East, mostly show birds. From the 
beginning, therefore, he realized the im- 
portance of bi stock. We looked 
around a great deal before purchasing our 
stock, and finally bought from E. K. Emer- 
son, who is now out of the poultry business, 
but who at that time had a widely known 
ranch in Burbank. 

“We purchased two pens of Afteen hens 
and a male bird from Mr. Emerson's fine 
stock, paying pretty close to $200 for them, 
this being a special summer-sale price. They 
laid for a couple of months and then began 

“We sent East for a incubator, in- 
tending to have it share the garage with 
our auto, but when it arrived we found we 
could not do this on account of fire restric- 
tions. Mr. Climie then decided to bring 
home old packing-cases and build a house, 
8x12 feet in size. We did not want to put 
a great deal of money into the place at frst, 
so economized in every way possible. We 
nailed the thicker pieces in the cases to 

- gether and used them as fence posts in the 
hen yard. They were far from pretty to 
Wok at, but they answered the purpose un- 
tu the chickens paid an income. 

“New Year's evening we set our first in- 
cubator with eighty eggs. A our stock was 
line bred, we divided the inside of the ineu- 
bator into sections. I will say that this in- 
cubator did not lack for attention, and in 
twenty-one days we had sixty-eight baby 
chicks. We raised all but one. We set the 
machine four times in succession and that 
fall had 250 splendid pullets. 

“Mr. Climie was away all day, leaving at 
7:30 o'clock in the morning and arriving 
home after 6 in the afternoon, so I was left 
entirely alone with the ranch, and was a 
very busy woman. 

“Our pullets were crowded in the old 
thirty-foot house, so in November, 1921, we 
added a sixty-foot addition, using the old 


incubator, and rented two 
several hundred 


was the year of the big froet and the green 
food was all frozen, consequentiy the hens 
had very lttle greens. Every one who in- 
cubated that year complained of poor 
hatches. We had to bring off several 
hatches to have enough, as we had taken or- 
ders for 500 pullets to be delivered at 
twelve weeks of age. This made a great 
deal of work, with so many chicks of dit 
ferent ages, requiring different feeding. 
Then we had a terrible time with poor oil. 
We would go out and find the brooder stoves

FIVE THOUSAND COWS 
TESTED IN CONTEST 


The September report of the Los Angeles 
County Farm Bureau Dairy Cow Competi- 
tion shows that there were 4899 cows tested, 
with an average production of 831 -pounds 
milk, and of 32.1 pounds of fat, having an 
average test of 3.9 per cent. There were 
1130 cows that produced forty pounds of 
fat or better for the month. The highest 
and second-highest producing purebred 
heifer, owned by the Los Angeles County 
Farm, produced 82.5 and 64.5 pounds fat, 
respectively. The highest producing grade 
heifer, owned by Mrs. C. Phelps, produced 
54.2 pounds fat, and the second highest 
grade heifer, owned by Santa Monica Dairy, 
produced 59.9 pounds fat. The two highest 
producing purebred cows, owned by Fred 
Hartsook, made 111.8 and 88.4 pounds fat 
respectively, while the 
County Farm had the highest 
ing grade cow, with a production of 97.9 
pounds fat, and Charles Pemberton had the 
second highest-producing grade cow, with 
82.3 pounds fat. The best five cows in 
herds of thirty and under (purebreds,) 
owned by F. F. Pellissier, made 316 pounds 
fat, while second place in this division went 
to Santa Monica Dairy Company, with a pro- 
duction of 273.8 pounds fat. The best five 
cows in herds of over 30 (purebreds) was 
won by Fred Hartsook, with a production 
of 427.8 pounds fat, second place, going to 
La Lomita Ranch, with a production 
of 293.6 pounds fat.

The wind 
hazard involves possibilities of a number of 
heavy losses from a single storm even in 
the segregated farm risks of a county or 
other local area, and, in the view of the de-

ready have. farmers” windsetorm 
ineurance companicea organized by State 
associations of the local fire insurance mu- 
tuals. Under these circumstances the wind- 
storm mutuals are carried on in close coop- 
*oration with the local fire companies. 

The 2000 existing farmers’ mutuals are 
now carrying aggregate risks of between 
seven and eight billions of dollars, at an 
average annual cost for losses and ex- 
penses of a little over 25 cents a year for 
each $100. Of this average about 
three-fourths goes to pay losses and one 
fourth to pay expenses of operation. 

A number of the most successful and 
best managed mutuals in this group, with 
millions of insurance in force, have a cost 
record of 10 cents per $100 a year, or less 
for considerable periods. One company, 
with $18,000,000 of insurance in force, has 
a record of over half a century with an 
average annual cost of 7% cents a $100. 

The low cost in farmers’ mutuals is made 
possible in part by elimination of many of 
the expenses incident to larger companies 
operated on a commercial plan, but even 
more to a reduction of fire losses by the 
practical elimination of the moral hazard 
and the removal of needless fire dangers

SILT FILLS FURROWS 


CALIPATRIA.—The silt in the waters of 
fhe Colorado River caused by excessive 
rains in portions of Arizona and New Mexi- 
co, is creating a real problem in irrigation 
for the farmers of Imperial Valley. The 
thick muddy water quickly fills up the ditch- 
es and causes many of them to overflow in- 
to the roads. This in itself is no small an- 
noyance to the growers as a flooded toad in 
he valley means an impassible one, but re- 
cently a graver problem confronted them. 
In irrigating lettuce, the silt filled up the 
furrows with a cement-like lining so that 
the water would not readily soak through 
into the ground. The only solution which 
has so far presented itself is to reduce the 
stream of water down the furrows and let 


it run until it finally through the 
tightly-packed silt.

Switzerland the Land of 

Perpetual Peace 

| HAVE called the the people of 
Perpetual peace. They Have always hed 


peace, but it has been peace after fighting, 
Their fights have been oply for freedom 
and not for robbing their neighbors or ac- 
quiring more territory. For centuries this. 
little mountainous country, surrounded as 
it were by the bullies of Burope, has 
guarded its boundaries and kept its inde 
pendence. The city of Geneva is embiem- 
atic of peace, and its sturdy fight for Md. 
erty has rightly made it the seat of the 
League of Nations and the capitAl of the 
many countries which have started to work 
for the peace of the world. 

Strolling today through the town, on the 
other side of the Rhone, I stumbled upon 
two monuments which embody the part 
that Geneva now holds. One was that of 
the Reformation, a great wall of sculpture 
made of white sandstone 300 feet long and 
perhaps fifty feet high. R has been built 
up against the old wall of Geneva, with the 
moat still washing its feet. It is the monu- 
ment of the fight this city waged for the 
freedom of religious thoaght, now more 
than 300 years ago. In the center, cut out 
of the sandstone, stand the four figures of 
John Calvin and John Knox together with 
those of Farel and Beza, who also lived and 
worked here. The figures are more than

The story of the incident was pub- | } 
lished, and other officers belonging to both 
northern and southern armies sent in their 
swords to be made into a plow as an add 
tional emblem. The plow here was made 
of that steel, and after the exposition it 
was sent to Geneva as the place most en- 
titled to be its resting place. It now stands 
on a table in this Alabama Room beside the 
bell with the pruning hook leaning against 
it It has six steel points that shine like 
silver, fastened into a frame of polished 
oak.

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OR thousands of years lions have ap- 
peared in literature and arts as fero- 
cious animals. For about that length of 
time man has been attacking lions and 

when the lions fought back, man has set 
down this judgment against them. At the 
same time with the criticism of his savag- 
put in all his records testi- 


The lion's savagery is very much the 
same man’s—that is, he kills other ani- 
mals for food, and not having developed any 
specialized industries like the packers, 
each lion kills for himself. 

While many points about the lion's hab- 
ite are controversial I think that practically 
everyone who has had experience with them 
will agree that they are not savage in the 
sense of killing for the mere sake of An- 
ing. 

‘But once decided to fight they will fight 
with an amazing covrage even if there are 
plenty of opportunities to escape. 

My first black-maned lion showed these 
characteristics. He, too, preferred peace 
to war, although I originally disturbed him 
with his kill, but finally, when he declared 
war, although he was badly wounded, he 


preferred to charge two white 
men and thirty natives rather 
than attempt to escape. 

I hed gone up on the Mau 
Plateau to shoot topi.

I looked again and saw an old lion 
get up and walk to the top of the hill, turn 
‘round facing me, and lle down to watch 
the valley from his side as I was watching 
it from mine. We were about 400 yards 
from each other. In the valley between 
were the topi, and also I noticed a dead se 
bra. Evidently I had disturbed him at his 
previous night's kill. My pony and gun 
boys were some distance behind and I had 
only one cartridge left in my 
barreled cordite rifle. 

Under these conditions I reluctantly de- 
cided to go back for proper equipment.

“Vaccination of all dogs in the State with 
a recently discovered serum to check the 
epidemic of rabies which has caused deaths 
of ten children in California was advocated 
today by Dr. Walter M. Dickey, secretary 
of the State Board of Health. The disease 
‘is prevalent throughout the State, but the 
majority of the deaths were in Southern 
California, Dickey said, and dogs are the 
principal carriers of the germs. 

“Dickey stated that the Board of Health 
would probably start a movement to have 
all cities adopt ordinances compelling vac- 
cination of dogs against rabies under pen- 
ality of death.”

To a man who thought so sim- 
ply and directly as Lincoln did, McClellan's 
willingness to leave Washington unpro- 
tected raised a greater doubt about his 
military capacity than possibly anything 
that had heretofore happened. It was true, 
as John Hay had written, that McClellan's 
danger was not in front, but in rear. That 
is, the President was venturing authorita- 
tively into a new field, a military field 
What kind of a commanderin-chief of the 
army was be to make?
